It was the work 
of William T. Irego, of North Wales, a native 
of the county, who contributed much of his 
labor to share with Mr. Wanamaker the 
honor of giving tlie painting to the county. 
The picture commemorates the rescue by 
Sergeant Pursell, of the 104th Regiment, of 
the battle flags of the regiment at Fair Oaks 
an act of heroism that induced Congress to 
reward PurselL with a medal. Pursell him- 
seli was present, and was the hero of the 
occasion. He was called befoie-an immense 
audience, who welcomed him with cheers 
but he had nothing to say and quietly re- 
sumed his seat among Ihe spectators. 
Dr 


Joseph Thomas, of Quakertown, was Chair- 
man of the meeting. 
Mr. Wanamaker pre 


seuled the pictuie in a happy speech, anc 
Judge Yerkcs received U in behalf of the 
county. General Davis told the story of the 
rescue of the colors. 
The best speech of the 


day was an impromptu address by Congress 
man Irving P. Wanger, of Norristown. Gen 
eral B. F. Fisher, of Philadelphia, a hero o: 
Libby Prison, also made a ringing speech 
The painting was admired veiy much by 
those who saw it on Saturday, 
It is a 


striking port i aval of a thrilling incident o 
the war, upon which the artist labored for a 
year. 
The picture, which belongs to the 


county, will hang in the arbitration room o: 
the court house until the*Historical Society 
is fortunate enough to-own a building, when 
it will be given-into the custody of that or- 
ganization, but wilL still be the property o: 
the county. 
The most impressive incident 


that occurred at th. unveiling of the work o: 
art was when Pursell was called before the 
audience aud stood directly in front of the 
portrait of himself as a youthful soldier. It 
was more impressive than all the oratory 
Quite a number of Newtown r.sidenla and 
oilier citizens of the lower end were present, 
also prominent residents ot Philadelphia 
and survivors of the regiment. 


There was laid to rest in Uoylestown on 


Saturday a citizen of the county who has 
long been identified with its public business. 
He wan'ex-Sheriff James M. Wilkinson, who 
died in Philadelphia on Wednesday last. 
For many years Sheiiff Wilkinson was a tip- 
staff in the courts, and hia sharp cry of 
"alienee" has, startled several generations 
of boys who became noisy in the temple of 
justice. In late years U was the one am- 
bition of the Sheriff's life to continue his 
duties as a tipstaff. 
Old and decrepit, he 


would come to the court house in a hack, 
and was always sure of a younger arm to 
lean upon, so highly was he esteemed. 
There was a pathos about his love for this 
public duty. HIE could not bear to abandon 
it, for it seemed like the last "bond that con- 
nected bis old age with youth. 
Sheriff Wil- 


kinson in his day was a very prominent man, 
and could recall many Interesting incidents 
that came under his observation. 
He was 


one of the few men who could recall the 
hanging of Mina on, the Neahaminy flats, an 
incident that attracted vast attention at the 
time. 
The. Sheriff was also proud of his 


strong constitution and his good digestion, 
something worth having in these dyspeptic 
days. He was accustomed to,relate with 
great gusto how he once sold a suckling pig 
to a landlord for $2 and upon returning the 
next day ate most of the porker as a: guest at 
the hotel, paying 60 cents -for. his dinner. 
The Sheriff could recite stories of gas- 
tronomic feats and banquets that would 
make a hungry man's mouth water. 
He 


loved a good story and a good dinner, and 
had a host of friends who were extremely 
sorry when advanced years robbed him of 
his vigor. His kindly and genial disposition 
ho retained until hie^death.
